COURT

‘A nation has reached a high| 
stage’ of political development} 
when it has a wise and compre- 
hensive system of laws, when 
the judges and magistrates are 
competent, fearless and incor- 
ruptible, ‘and when all do 
homage to the law, ‘'the very 
east as feeling her care, and the 
greatest as not exempted from| 
her power." Judged by this! 
standard China at the present} 
timo is in a lamentable plight, 
for lawlessness is rampant every- 
where and among all classes, 
Of courso with the overthrow of 
‘the monarchy and the accom 
panying political and social 
changes there was bound to be a| 
weakening of ancient low and| 
customs, but it is now time that 
tho law, revised to meet modern| 
requirements, should be ‘firmly 
ro-established and there are 
hopeful signs that this is being 
accomplished ; at least, a pro- 
mising start has been made. 

‘Towards the close of the 
Mancha dynasty, when it was 
found that the ‘Chinese legal 

tem was unable to cope with 
the complex and novel questions 
which were being raised by 
increasing contact with Westera| 
civilization, a code of laws based| 
‘on Western systems was drawn| 
up and a Chinese Supreme Court 
created. As in those doys a 
Knowledge of the Chinese! 
classics Was deemed adequate 
for any office, whether it wns} 
the government of a province,| 
tho command of an army or a| 
battleship, or the construction| 
‘af bridges and highways, xt] 
followed that judges were ap- 
pointed whose knowledge of law 
waa very limited. Under the| 
Manchus the court had little i 
fluence. When the Republi 
was formed the court was made 
independent, and judges were 
appointed who had received a} 
proper legal training.  ‘The| 
court, as now constituted, con-| 
sists of a Civil Division, ' with| 
three chiefs. of divisions ond 
fourteen judges: and of a 
Criminal Division with two) 
chiefs of divisions and seven| 
judges. Its jurisdiction extends| 
not only to ordinary civil and 
criminal cases but also to con- 
tested elegtion returis and to 
impeachment proceedings against 
high officials initiated by _ the| 
Chineso Parliament, Very 
wisely the functions of the court} 
‘do mot conform slavishly to those| 
of similar institutions in other! 
countries, but ar more in har-| 
mony: with the customs and] 
traditions of the Chinese people. 
China has as yet no complete 
code of modern laws so the work 
of the Court is creative as welll 
a8 interpretitive. As stated by 
Chinese contemporary, ‘‘civil| 
cases are decided first according] 
to.tho provisions of law; in the 
absence of express provisions] 
then according to customs; and| 
in tho absence of customs then 
according to legal _principles.”” 
Through the medinin, therefore, 
























lof this Court the fundamental 
principles of law accepted in| 
most countries are being intro-| 
duced into China. The methodl 
is said to be somewhat round-| 
about, but it has the advantage| 
‘that it fomiliarizes the people! 
with tho idea of modern law step] 
by step, since every  principle| 
introduced has been’ tested by! 
actual experience. All this i 
most commendable. It is also| 
gratifying to know that, on twol 
‘occasions at least, the Supeme| 
Court vigorously’ asserted _its| 
independence and inherent} 
power, once against Yuan Shih-| 
kai, and-later against the Chio-| 
ese Parliament. The practical| 
creation of this court is one of| 
the very few things of which the| 
Chinese Republic may be justly| 
proud. 

From the foregoing it may be| 
argued thet the time has now| 
surely come for the abolition of| 
extraterritoriality, g word 0] 
disliked by some of our Amer- 
ican friends that they havel 
shortened it to the elegant a1 
expressive form of “extra 
But foreigners generally 
confess to grave misgivings at| 
the prospect of such henge 
One swallow does not make a| 
summer. At the present time| 
how can thero be confidence in| 
the rectitude of those who make| 
the laws and of those whose| 
office it is to uphold or adminis-| 
ter them? ‘The President of the! 
Republic, it is well known, was| 
electod to his high office _by| 
means: of open bribery. Yell 
according. to the Constitution oi] 
the Chinese Republic it is his 
duty to “promulgate laws and 
superviso as well as secure their| 
enforcement.” Members of 
Parliament openly received the 
bribes. Yet according to the|

Moreover, to judge by tho ex-| 
perience of foreigners in other|

the scales of justice shall be held 
evenly in a law suit between a| 
native and a foreigner. The| 
recent protest by British firma 
in China against the trade-mark 
law promulgated by the Chinese| 
Government openly expresses 
the conviction felt by nearly all 
residents here that in matters of| 
ind Chinese officials are 
ist and impartial. 

Tt will be doing a greater ser-| 
vice to the Chinese to encourage| 
them to persevere and build them| 
new system of law upon firm| 
and equitable foundations .than| 
to throw suddenly upon their 
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lcourts tasks and responsibilities! 
for which they are not ready. 
Further developments of the| 
Chinese legal system will be| 
‘watched with great interest, for 
commercial prosperity will’ de- 
pend inno small degree upon| 
the protection granted to the| 
rights of foreign merchants. 


THE SINO-RUSSIAN 


DEADLOCK

Ir is quite impossible and| 
would be just as profitless to try| 
to follow ‘in detail all the evenis| 
leading to the breakdown of| 
negotiation between China and 
Russia, ‘The broad outlines are, 
however, easily grasped and are| 
instructive. On the one hand, 
Dr. C. T. Wang, the officially 
appointed’ Chinese delegate, 
found himself continually’ 
hampered and his position made! 
difficult by opposition within the| 
Cabinet; on the other hand, M. 
Karakhan, increasingly restive| 
under the condescending Chin- 
eso attitude, which clearly as- 
sumed that recognition by China| 
would be worth any material 
advantage that sho might ask, 
‘and probably feeling that Dr, 
‘Wang had got much more out of 
him than Moscow would care to 
grant, fired in his ultimatum off 
the 16th instant, as the easioxt 
way of getting out of an 
awkward corner. Dr, Wang 
resigned, but the Waichiaopa.| 
we are told, does not con: 
the discussions at an ond, will 
now take them over from Dr, 
Wong and hee informed M., 
‘Korakban that it is quite ready 
to recommence negotiations with 
him whonover ho likes. It does 
not strike one as a particulariy| 
dignified course to take, after| 
the bullying tono of M. ‘Kara’. 
han's ultimatum. But public| 
opinion in Peking was much 
peel by thie “breach, andi 
woul ly pay China to let 
the Soviet envoy leave in a huff, 
If the preliminary agreement| 
was indeed as published on the| 
14th, one may vory well under- 
stand that M. Karakhan wished 
to get out of it. A moro one-| 
sided arrangement it would be| 
difficult to imagine. All the 
‘Tsarist treaties were to be can- 
celled and new ones. ccuclude!| 
‘in the spirit of the Russian) 
declarations of 1919 and 1920’ 
(which, generally speaking, 
repudiated all tho imperialism of] 
old Russia and breathed an 
atmosphere of general bene- 
volence, not, by the way, re- 
alized) ; Outer Mongolia was to| 
be handed back to China and all 
Russian troops drawn ; the} 
Boxer indemnity was to be re- 
mitted and used for education ; 
tho Chinese Eastern Railway 
was prictically to be ‘under| 
Chinese control ; there were ta 
be no Russian ‘concessions in 
China nor extraterritorial rights, 
All this in return for an empty] 
recognition, which would not 
‘even have had the advantage! 
that it might have held two} 
years ago of embarrassing other 
Powers by being tho first re- 
cognition of Moscow accorded 
But.that this statement of the 
preliminary agreement is near! 
tho truth we can see from_ the! 
interview “‘with a high official 
of the Waichiaopu’” reported by 
Mr. Rodney Gilbort yesterday. 
‘This high official (otherwise! 
presumably Dr. Wellington| 
Koo) emphasizes with  groxt] 
firmness and variety that ‘“‘all} 
the old wrongs arising from in- 
fringements of China's sovercign} 
rights"” must be remedied, “the| 












































treaties concluded _between| 
Russia and Outer Mongolia| 
must be cancelled abd all Rus-| 
sian troops withdrawn instanter, | 
‘or there can be no hopé of 
genuine friendship between 
China and the Soviet. 

Thie outcome of this tusele|

Joffe, and in their infatuation 
appear to imagine they can get 
anything : while the Soviet has 
already shown itself at least as 
imperialistic and land-grabbing| 
as the ‘Tsar's Government . wa3| 
and, having been recognized by 
Great Britain end Italy, will 
hardly give away everything for 
nothing to a bankrupt, unprofit 
able Government like’ Chin 
There are pots in the con- 
troversy on which tho outsider 
may sympathize with _ both 
parties, Russion extraterritorial 
rights were only suspended on 
tho breaking off of relationships 
with Princo Kondacheff; they] 
were never cancelled and there| 
is no reason why they’ should be. 
Tt would indeed be most deroga- 
tory to the dignity of the Rus- 
sian people, if Moscow were to| 
consent to such a sacrifice and, 
with tho last threo years’ practic- 
al experience before her of sub- 
mitting Russian affairs to the| 
tender mercies of Chinese 
officials, we cannot think that] 
she will. On the other hand, 
Chima has an excellent caso in 
rospect of Mongolia. Twice| 
Moscow has voluntarily promised 
to hand back the dependeney to| 
China, but never o sign has| 
there been of «ny fulfilment of 
the promise, Unhappily, Chin. 
ese diplomacy hag a’ fatal 
proclivity for spoiling a good enso| 
‘and overreaching itself. It has|

All this, bo it ob- 
served, applies equally to foreiga 
and Chinese children, What 
the Council has done in provid- 
ing education to a limited extent 
hhas been purely an act of grace, 
though with the ready  ac- 

ratepayers 
‘Then, turning to the question o* 
Chinese alone, tho Commission 








wineil would bo justified 
in making somo experiments with 
regard to assisting in the educa 
tion of tho very poor, provided 
that they ‘reesive assistance and 
co-operation from tho Chinese 
ratepayers. 

Tt is suggested to, tho Council 
that, their nim should be to make

by s0 doing thoy would not only

Furthermore, the Commission 
think it safe ‘to say that the 
number of Chinese children not 
receiving education in Shanghai 
is 150,000; it may well bo 
double that. We admit that 
that is no very welcome thought. 
But wa wonld also emphasize 
that it puts the question of their 
education by Municipal means 
wholly out of court, unless there 
is to be a very considerable in- 
ereago in the rates; and we 
shrewdly suspeet that Chinese 
would be the first to kick against

(But 
there is a danger that in thi long 
run the interests of white child- 
ven will play a very second fiddle 
to that of ‘the Chineso.  ‘This| 
thas been the case in the Tevant| 
sod in India and it may easily 
recur in China where, as in tho| 
two regions named, a largo white 
population is growing up whicl 
jas pot known and never will 
know any other country. Tt is 
‘comparatively easy in India to 
get money and the best brains 
from abroad to teach in native 
schools, where the element of 
missionizing and pioneer work 
in an incentive. But it ie not] 
80 eaay to provide for the proper 
‘equipment of schools for whito| 
children, Already it ia to bo 
cen that money for the educa-| 
tioa of Chinese is easily raised 
abroad, In no sense whatever 
would we havo it otherwise 
‘Pho white man has introduced 
the yeast of his own restless

MEETING

‘To-pay's Municipal Gazette 
‘aunounces April 16 us the date 
fixed for the Ratepaycrs’ incet-| 
ing, and therewith an important 
innovation : the hour of meeting| 
in to bo 4.50 p.m, instoad of 3| 
aa usual. Nearly every meeting! 
that we can remember for the| 
past decade has been followed| 
by letters of complaint from our 
readers that unless the hour of 
meoting can bo changod, it is| 
impossible for the generality of] 
ratepayers to be present. Some| 
have even suggested meeting 
after dinner : it would be truly 








interesting to see how many peo- 
ple would take the trouble to 
aftond. But we shall also be 


curious as to how far the hour of 
4.30 may make the meeting 
attractive. ‘The change is aa) 
experiment not necessarily to be 
repeated if it does not stteceed 
Until the last two years it would 
hardly have been feasible, owing, 
to the longth of the’ “set” 
speeches on the anual report 
snd tho budget, But with the 
greater publicity now weekly 
given to affairs, in the Municipal 
Gazette, these heavy items in| 
the parochial bill of fare have 
undergone a weleome cutting; 
down: last year they were all 
disposed of in rather lesa time, 
than one would havo taken in 
previons years.

ing, at the same time as the 
annual, in order “‘to deal .with 
matters which have sccumulated| 
i recent years and-have not been| 
previously passed owing to the 
absence the _ necessary 
quorum.” ‘The yrincipal of 
these are the increase of wharf 
duties, the licensing of exchange 
shops and—dare we say it?—the 
registration of the press... The 
wharfage dues question appeared] 
at the special meeting, which] 
failed for the usual want of a| 
quorum in 1922, together with 
tho licensing of exchange shops : 
neither of theso is controversial. 
But the Press By-Law was Srst 
brought before the public as far 
back as in 1916. Flagrant and 
‘ono is forced to think deliberate 
mistepresentation killed it in the 
earlior stages; nnd 60, skilfully 
did the opposition inflame the 
Chinese, that every subsequent 
appearance las caused heatt- 
burning and clamour. Tn’ 1922, 
however, a very carefully worded 
explanation by the Council, 
published beforehand in the 
Gazette, did much to reassure| 
Chineso publishing houses and to 
eonvince them that the By-Law 
was in no way different from the 
practico in “wostern countries 
‘nd in no manner whatever in- 
fringed the liberty of the Press. 
However, there was no quorum| 
at the meeting. Nine being a! 
lucky number, it is possible that 
there may be better fortune this 
year—though we must confess 
‘that we remember saying that of 
the seventh essay in 1922. But 
thero is certainly no reason why] 
ratepayers should not be able to 
get to this year's meeting and it

We have become more or less 
accustomed to the occasional 
yet delightful vagaries of our] 
1 telephone service (vagaries) 
which, at times, lend a little 
spice to ovr otherwise unevent- 
fal and hnléyon office life); to 
the complaints, reproachful and 
mild, vituperative and gentle,| 
that ‘so frequently are made. by 
exasperated ~ subscribers (or 
those making use of _subscrib- 
‘ers’ telephones) to the ever-| 
obliging, mystic and  clusive 
voice that lives (as an actual 
foet, we typed ‘loves’ but for- 
tunately discovered the error| 
immediately) at ‘499"; and to 
the anathema and contumely| 
that some of us, tried and test-| 
ed beyond endurance, are wont| 
to east on our telephone opera- 
tors, their lineal ancestors. mate 
and’ female, their friends ond] 
their relations, their heirs and 
their successors. However, this 
sorecd is not intended to’ deal 
with the faults and failings, the 
idiosyncrasies and inaccuracies, 
of our friond the operator, but} 
rather to indulge in a gentle 
knock at some of ourselves and 
to give a little prominence to a| 
telophonic fault of which all of 
us, moro or less, at times can 
be held guilty. We refer to the| 
prevailing custom—when one} 
who is busy wishes to make a| 
telephone ‘call—of instructing

Admit- 
telly the practice is a necessary 
ono in Shanghai, where tele-| 
phones of the cinema variety| 
docidedly are -not: it is the| 
abuse of the custom that calls| 
for comment.

CONGESTION IN THE! 
HARBOUR 
Mar. 28. 

Various events have con 
spited to bring about a con- 
derable degree of congestion 
in the harbour, which to say 
the least is causing worry to 
shipping firms. A good in- 
‘tance of how dificult is the 
position is that a ship from the 
Pacific coast with a cargo of 
lumber has only been able to 
find a berth in the extreme 
upper reaches of the harbour, 
whereas for convenience and 
facility of unloading her cargo 
her natural berth would be 
almost at the other end, six or 
seven miles away, near. where 
the lumber yaed®Bte. situated. 
The fact that she is so for 
away must inevitably increase 
the cost of handling the lum- 
ber, but considering low con- 
gested the harbour can at 
times become, she may very 
nearly be said’ to be lucky, for 
‘cases have occasionally’ occur- 
red in the past when the 
jabsouce of any berth. at all 
has caused steainers to dis- 
charge their cargoes at Woo- 
sung. The present congestion 
seems curious at a time when 
most firms are complaining of 
tlie dull state of trade, and 
rather suggests that the com- 
plaint is overdone. It is cer- 
tain that a considerable 
amount of import is taking 
place, otherwise these ships 
would not be bere, but this 
not the same thin 
dition of brisk business. Ex- 
ports are by no means com 
mensurate with the volume of 
imports, and the result is that 
outward bound vessels are not 
carrying the cargoes which in 
‘a state of real prosperity they 
would expect. 

Several reasons may be 
adduced for the presont short- 
age of berths in relation to} 
the smount of shipping in. port. 
In the first place the Japanese 
destroyer flotilla has happened 
to pay its visit at the very time 
when merchant ships are atriv- 
|ing in considerable number. 
They are -oceupying:.berths 




















which would be 
available for the usual ran of 
shipping. It also. so happens 
that, through’ one of those 
accidents from which no port 
can ever be quite free, a further 
couple of berths aré out of 
commission ut the moment, 
[the ‘mooring chain of a buoy 
having been broken. ‘These 
fare contributory causes for the 
time being, but the funda- 
mental cause for congestion is 
that more and larger steamers 
are using the port, and except| 
in one or two cases, all berths| 
are privately owned. We see 
[steamers between five and six 
hundred feet in length now 
lcoming right up into the har- 
bour, and of course they  are| 
loccupying the space which 
accommodated two of the type 
lof vessels which formerly trad- 
ed here. Then, as practically 
all the buoys and wharves are 
[private property, the owners 
fare naturally mainly concerned 
with ensuring that steamers of 
their own lines have the pre- 
ference, and where there is any 
possibility of overlapping be- 
tween the departure of one 
ship and the arrival of another, 
they are not prepared to let 
out their berths to other com- 
panies. ‘Thus while this con- 
gestion is a fnet to-day, "it is 
none the less true that a num- 
ber of berths are also un- 
‘ocoupied. ‘Phey will, however, 
be occupied within a very few 
days by new arrivals, and be- 
twéen mow and then there 
would, not be sufficient time for 
another steamer, should it be 
'berthed there, to discharge and 
Hond again, 

In Home ports where all 
berths are owned and under the 
control of the port authority, 
‘a great deal can be done 
obviate such a.state of affairs, 
‘The authority is able to allot 
any berth. it chooves to a 
steamer, und if necessary to 
have it'shifted at any time to 
another berth when room has 
to be made for « new arrival. 
This is, of course, the ideal 
way of having things done, and 
no prospect of seeing it in 
Shanghai exists. A colossal] 
sum would be required by a 
harbour board, if one were con- 
stituted, to acquire from the 
private ‘owners the possession 
of their berths, and anything 
of the kind seems ont of the 
question. Much, however, 
could be done in’ the way of 
bringing about an improvement 
were the necessary money 
ovailable. In parts of the river 
where fines of mooring «buoys 
do not yet exist they could be 
established, and once in being’ 
would be sufficient to cope with 
the juirements of the case for 
‘a considerable time to come. 
Bo far, however, the necessary’ 
funds are Incking, and in the 
present state of China's 
finances, with every depart 
ment in the country begging 
for doles from the Customs, 
is not easy to envisage any 
immodiate reliof in this respect. 
It must be borne in mind that! 
the laying out of « berth is a’ 
very expensive matter, so much 
[so ‘that until a generous allot- 
ment of money is made for the 
purpose little progress can be, 
made towards the desired 
betterment. ~
